No less than two hundred and ninety 
coftins have been used for burying those 
who were. drowned: at the burning of the 
Shanghai. Of the supply of coffina sent up 
from Shanghai, twenty-six came back by 
the Kiungjoo unused. 

‘The British barque Charley left Nagasaki 
on the 8th instant fur Shanghai, and has 
not yet reached her destinntion.. On the 
night of the 18th instant, aspar of a foreign 
vessel was seen some fifteen miles this side 
of the Pallas Rocks, by a steamer while on 
a voyage from Japan to Shanghai. ‘The 
Charley may have been blown south and 
not been able to make this port yet. 

‘The Mixed Court yesterday ordered an 
unemployed native to be deported for being 
found on board the Taiwo with intent to 
steal some articles therefrom. Another 
unemployed native was ordered to give 
security owing to his having been charged 
with stealing a silk skin jacket, and a man 
who had created a disturbance was also 
ordered to find security. An unemployed 
native waa sent toa refuge for stealing an 
anvil from a house in Nanzing Road. ‘Ten 
days’ imprisonment was awarded a thief 
who stole some articles of clothing from the 
Lyeemoon. 

The Foochuw Echo says :—It is rumoured, 
though we cannot vouch for the accuracy of 
the report, that several hundreds of pack- 
ages of tens recently shipped from hence 
to Australia have been found of too low 
quality to pass the Government test. If 
the above prove correct it is a matter much 
to be regretted, and will only work further

Wuex we discuss with residents of 
Hongkong the comparative advantages 
of the colony and the settlement, we 
ut forth as one of the great charms of 
Fife in Shanghai the cross-country rid- 
ing. ‘They occasionally have ponies in 
Hongkong, for they have a race meet- 
ing once a year, and now and then we 
hear of languid’ attempts to play polo, 
but otherwise there is no riding in. the 
colony, and washed-out residents of the 
Malta and Gibraltar of the Far East 
who are fortunate enough to be able 
to get a change, confess that nothing 
makes new men of them so much asa 
winter's riding in Shanghai, ‘The sur- 
rounding country aud the customs of 
the people are most favourable for this 
enjoyment.

'Yhe customary permission to walk 
unhindered over the country is fully ap- 
preciated by foreigners at the open 
ports. When they go up country shoot- 
ing they land wherever they feel in- 
clined from their boats, and walk freely 
with their dogs over the fields. We 
have known indeed of ardeut sportmen 
so convinced in their own minds that 
the country and the game it contains 
were theirs by right, that they have 
gloried in destroying the traps set by 
the country people for the preservation 
of their crops, because these traps tended 
to thin the number of pheasants: we 
have even heard of their shooting the 


Chinamen’s watch-dogs, because these | 


dogs received them with less affability 
than their masters. Such outrages as 
this, however, are of very rare occur- 
rence. ‘I'here was a Taotai here once 
who tried to stop the shooting in the 
country ; but one of the best men we 
have ever had in the position, Mr. Da- 
venport, was British Consul at the time, 
and he wrote a despatch on the subject 
which has become justly famous. In 
the immediate neighbourhood of the 
settlements we ride freely over the fields 
in the pursuit of paper or the odoriferous 
drag, and this we have done for years, 
assuming it as aright. Here and there 
an old woman has made an attack on 
the flags that mark the finish of the hunt, 
but until quite lately there has been 
no general Ginelination on the part of 
the country people to permit their fields 
to be ridden over, so long as there were 
no crops on the ground to be injured by 


the ponies’ hoofs. 

We have recorded this season two or 
three serious attacks on foreigners who 
have had the misfortune to be thrown 
and to lose their ponies in the country. 
We do uot for a moment believe that 
these attacks indicute any extension or 
recrudescence of anti-foreign spirit in 
the country people ; for we hear too of 
other recent cases in which the greatest 
kindness and readiness to assist have 
been shown to belated, dismounted, 
horsemen. Something in the behaviour 
he meets with is due to the attitude of 
the man who is in difficulties, and who 
perhaps does not always remember to 
forget for the time that he is of a 
superior race, and to realise that he is 
in the position of an unfortunate seek- 
ing assistance. Actual attacks, how- 

» ever;-are not the only things of which 
cross-country riders have to complain.

than we used to, if the former care were 
taken to avoid doing damage. No con- 
sul can be expected to support his 
citizen who has done damage that he 
could have avoided doing, uor can 
be make any satisfactory answer to 
the Chinese official who asks him, 
“Would Chinese be allowed to ride 
over gardens in your couutry ?” It 
is, of course, only a minority of men 
who do ride recklessly, but until some 
means is devised of picking them out 
and controlling them, all must suffer 
for their fault. There are ple at 
home who will, no doubt, think that it 
is a sort of “dam nigger” feeling which 
induces this carelessness, but there is 
really very little, if auy, of this feeling 
in Shanghai, and the impelling forces 
are only high spirits and want of con- 
sideration. In the course of a year 
there is probably very little harm doue 
altogether ; but there is enough to turn 
the usual good will of the country people 
in some villages into ill-feeling, and 
make them ready to retaliate if they 
catch a foreiguer in difficulties. It 
would perhaps be possible for some of 
the chief riding people to get together 
and concert measures for controlling 
the too eager horsemen. It might be 
possible to form the cross-country riders 
into some kind of a corporation, whose 
committee should have power, with the 
assistance of the foreign consuls, to stop 
a man’s riding if it was proved that he 
was constantly careless of what damage 
he did, so long as he amused himself. 
What is to be feared, if something is 
not done, is, that if foreigners who have 
been ill-treated appeal to their consuls, 
and the consuls to the Chinese authori- 
ties, these last will reply that the only 
course they can suggest is, that the 
privilege of riding cross-country, which 
we can hardly claim as a right, should 
be withdrawn altogether. Since Shang- 
hai was opened the relations between 
foreignersand Chinese have beengeneral- 
ly friendly, but there must be considera- 
tion and forbearance on both sides to 


keep them so. 








GRESHAM’S LAW IN THE 
STATES.

‘Tue Law or Theorem which is generally * 
jkuown as Gresham's Law, because its 
jtruth was clearly perceived by Sir 
| Thomas Gresham more than three cen- 
turies ago, is that bad money drives out 
! good money, but that good money cannot 
‘drive out bad money. We have only to 
‘see how we treat a bundle of local 
| bank notes, or how the Chinamen treat 
{a string of cash to realise the universal 
‘truth of this. ‘The local banks reissue 
their notes as long as they will hold 
together, however dirty and however 
much mended they may be, aud what- 
ever obscene or insulting remarks may 
be written on their backs; and we, 
when we get a bundle of them, are 
careful to pay out first the oldest and 
dirtiest, and those that have been stuck 
together with a bit of dirty paper, keeping 
the cleauer and more reputable notes 
as long as we can, aud so the bad notes 
drive the good ones out of circulation. 
|The Chinaman in the same way with a 
lot of cash picks out and on 
first the worst specimens, the small 
ones and those adulterated with iron, 
hoarding the largest aud new ones ; aud 
when new good ones are iinted, they 
are boordel aa long oa. powibla, and 
have no chance to drive out the bad 
ones. Gresham’s remarks, as Jevons 
points out in his invaluable handbook on 
Money and the Mechanism of Exchange, 
only referred to monies of one kind of 
| metal, but the same principle applies to 
the relations of all kinds of money, in 
the same circulation. Gold compared 
with silver, or silver with copper, or 
paper compared with gold, are subject 
to the same law, that. the relatively 
cheaper medium of ‘exchange will be 
retained in circulation, and the rela- 
tively dearer will disappear. This is 
one great objection to the “double 
standard” which the bimetallists are 
80 anxious to introduce. 

The New York Nation of 18th 
December, in discussing the question, 
gives “some figures which show how 
rapidly Gresham's Lavw came into opera- 
tion in the United States as soon as 
the Silver Bill was ‘The most 
remarkable thing about it is that it 
came into operation on the mere appre- 
hension that the United States were 
about to introduce the double standard, 
which the Silver Bill did not do, because 
“no man could get one of the new 
silver dollars without paying’ 100 cents 
gold value for it,” and “ by paying 100 
cents gold value he could, and can to- 
day, get a gold dollar.” The mere 
apprehension, however, led to the dis- 
appearance of a quantity of gold from 
circulation, as is evident from the 
following official figures :

with them as long as they know that 
the principal. of, and interest on, 
these securities are payable in gold 
dollars. But if the law made them 
payable in a fluctuating and depreciated 
currency, there would be a stampede to 
get rid of them, “Although,” says the 
Nation again, “we might buy these 
securities for less than their value, it 
would be at the expense of breaking the 
‘debtor class’ utterly, of plunging into 
bankruptcy hundreds of thousands of 
otherwisesolventmen and industries,and 
throwing out of employment temporarily 
willions of working men aud women.” 
"The New York Stock Market was utterly 
disorganised, ané a very bad panic very 
nearly caused, by the forced sale of Ame~ 
rican securities which accompanied the 
collapse of Barings’ and the Argentine 
crisis, but that was nothing to what 
would occur if Europe were convinced 
that the States were about to lower their 
standard of value. Nor would it be 
the capitalists in Europe ouly that would 
take the alarm. American capitalists 
would get in all the gold they could, and 
hoardit,as they begau tu do in 1885 when 
there was a fear that the government 
would make silver legal tender ; or bny 
sterling exchange with it, aud so transfer 
their gold to London. ‘I'he instinct of 
self-preservation would override the 
most patriotic feelings. “lhe Treasury 
will be gutted of its gold in a trice, and 
the circulating medium will be depleted 
not merely of all the gold now in it, 
but of all the fiduciary circulation that 
rests upon it.” 

Men like Senators Shermau and 
Allison, Secretary Windom aud ex- 
Secretaries Fairchild and McCulloch, 
and others, know all this just as well 
as the editors of the Nation and of 
other first-class finaucial and commercial 
journals in New York kuow it; but 
such men do not control the financial 
policy of the Great Republic. In the 
English Parliament financial questions 
are taken out of party almost altogether, 
and are ‘eft to the management of the 
men who are known to be capable 
financiers. In the United States Con- 
gress they are made party questions, 
aud the opinion on them of some repre- 
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sentative from the West who could 
not explaiv, if he were asked, the 
difference between a single and a double 
standard, is of as much value for legis 
lative purposes as that of Srnator 
Shermar. ‘Ihe farmers are told that 
with free coinage their wheat will be 
worth twice as much, in dollars, as it 
is now ; aud they have forgotten that 
‘in the days of the depreciated green- 
back currency while they got, say, 
twice as much for their produce as 
they do now, they had also to pay two 
dollars for everything that costs them 
one dollar to-day. 








A PUBLIC WASH-HOUSE.

have been written on what the 
ns most aptly call the “cnssed- 
ness” of things, aud the way inanimate 
objects which one ordinarily imagines 
are not gifted with volition disappoint a 
man when he relies upon their assistance; 
while the way things constantly refuse 
to fit when one wants to combive them 
is a constant aunoyance. But some- 
times they do unexpectedly come rig 
and astonish us by acting as if with 
intentional benevolence. ‘These bene- 
ficent combinations are merely coinei- 
dences to the commonplace man ; but 
the deeper thinkers pnt them into a 
category with a log name, and declare 
that these seeming coincidences are 
really the result of immaterial in- 
fluences not even dreamt of in our 
everyday philosophy. In writing during 
last year's sickly season of some of 
the measures that should be taken 
for the improvement of the sanitary 
condition of the settlements, we men- 
tioned as among the tasks that should 
be undertaken with as little delay 
ossible the provision of proper washing 
Roses We were just about to broach 
the subject again, that it might be in 
the minds of ratepayers when they go 
to the forthcoming mecting, when we 
received from a consular officer, whose 
Jong residence and popularity here justify 
us in considering him a Shanghailander, 
but who is now banished, we suppose 
in expiation of some undiscovered 
shortcomings, to an outport, a letter 
in which he says:—“I was very glad 
to see some time since reference 
made in the Duily News to the 
desirability of washermen using clean 
water. It has always seemed to me 
that the Municipal Council might make 
arrangements by which stands on a 
public washing-ground, fed by the water 
from the water-works, might be let out 
at cost price to the washermen. It 
is a matter which concerns public 
health every bit as much as the supply 
of good water.” The writer’s reference 
is to our remarks of 26th Angnst last : 
“The provision of a public wash-house 
properly supplied with clean water, and 
with drying-rooms, ete., is a most im- 
portant precautiou. ‘This, too, should 
be practically self-supporting, nor need

it interfere, except beneficially, with 
the present washermen, to whom stalls

evils that increase year by year. The 
ponds in Hongkew in which our clothes 
are mostly washed are being rapidly 
filled up as bnilding operations are ex- 
tended ; and as the washing places get 
fewer and smailer, they get more and 
more foul. Nor are these ponds and 
ditches used exclusively for washing 
clothes. ‘There is no effective super- 
vision over the washmeu, and when we 
read, as we do now aud then, of a wash- 
man being brought up by the police for 


j Wearing clothes entrusted to him to wash, 


we know that for one case which is made 
the subject of a charge there must be 
fifty that go undetected. ‘The results 
to the health of the foreign owners of 
the clothes are constantly observed, 
A small immediate outlay on the 
part of the Guuncil would do away 
with this. Whe provision of a public 
wash-house would uot cost much. 
Some years ago it was proposed to 
build such an establishment on the 
north side of the Soochow Creek just 
above the Garden Bridge. 'The build- 
ing was to be of woot on piles on the 
foreshore, something in the style of the 
boathouse, but more ornamental. It 
would be low enough not to interfere 
with the comfort of the houses on the 
other side of the road, aud high enough 
for the floor to be just above the level 
of high water. "rhis floor would be 
partially open so that all waste water, 
etc., would go directly into the creek, 
and be carried away by the tide 
twice a day, and the building would 
be filled with “stationary wash-tubs,” 


s| supplied with clean water from the 


waterworks, a rental being charged 
according to the amount of room 
occupied, or per basket of clothes 
washed. Such a building would not 
cost, all complete, more than from eight 
to ten thousand taels, and the rentals 
that would have to be exacted to pay 
interest on cost aud expenses would be 
so light, that it would be no hardship 
to the washermen to prohibit their 
washing clothes anywhere else. Not 
only would all the clothes be washed 
in clean water, and in water that would 
be thrown away directly the clothes 
were washed, but it would be difficult 
for the washermen to wear their cus- 
tomers’ clothes, as they now do. 

There might be a difiiculty now in 
obtaining the use of the foreshore of 
the Soochow Creek, and it is not ne- 
cessary that such an establishment if 
properly drained, should be on the 
creek. ‘Ihe Council have an unoceu- 
pied piece of ground on the Hongkew 
Creek, which ‘will shortly be perfectly 
accessible, a: portion or the whole of 
which could well be used for this. We 
do not know if the Council are making 
any preparation in the Budget that will 
be presented at the forthcoming meet- 
ing for this most necessary work. We 
all have a tendency to forget in the 
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winter to make preparation for the sum- 
mer; but when the summer comes, we 
shall’ all feel heartily grateful to the 
Council if a proper washing establish- 
ment is provided. ‘and shall wish we had 
brought & 8 plan for it forward and carried 
it, if the Council do not do it of their 
own motion. ‘There are some municipal | 2 
improvements pro| , as to which it 
is debateable whether they should be 
undertaken at once, and out of the 
ordinary revenue; but no one would 
oppose the immediate execution of such 
an improvement as this. It would 
involve no permanent outlay, and would 
‘be an actual benefit and no hardship to 
the poor hardworked washermen, who 
have now to stand out in dirty creeks 
and ponds, whatever the wea It 
would be a distinct advantage to the 
health and comfort of us all, while the 
washermen would only be compelled to 
use the building, and would be perfectly 
free as now to make their own arrange- 
ments as to charges, etc., with their 
customers. We are sure that the whole 
community will gladly see the Council 
undertake the scheme.

We have received a copy of the Ohinese 
ientific and Industrial Magazine (ME BR 
@) for the present winter quarter. This 
periodical, so greatly needed—and we hope 
much prized—by the leading classes among 
the natives, fully keeps up the high standard 
with which it was recommenced last spring. 
A hundred pages of closely and neatly 
rinted matter, interspersed with nearly two 
andred engravings or photo-lithographs, 
and got up in the best Chinese style, is a 
conviucing proof of the untiring industry of 
the Editor, Mr. Jobn Fryer, during his iu- 
torvals of leisure. It is hardly within our 
province to review books or serials that are 
only intended for the eyes of the Chinese, 
and which very few foreigners either can, ot 
are likely to, ‘make use of. We make an 
exception, however, in favour of such pub 
lications as the one in question ; for their 
importance in the great work of opening w 
the country to western civilisation, ani 
causing a demand for western goods and 
appliances, cannot well be over-estimated. 
the fact that they contain articles by well 
known foreign writers, and that they de- 
nd to a certain extent on foreigners to 
ring them before the notice of their native 
nds, are additional reasons why wo 
should from time to time call attention to 
the good work they are doing, A brief 
aketch of the contents of the present numa- 
ber is all that we can now venture on, 

‘To begin with, we find full-page photo- 
lithographs of two of the earliest foreign 
scieutists who came to China—Fathera 
‘Matteo Ricci and Adam Schaal—with their 
native collaborateur Hsu Kwang-chi, to- 
gether with a sketch of their lives’ and 
scientific books. ‘These being reproduced 
from Father Athanasius Kircher’s “* Auti- 
quities of China,” printed in London in 
1673, when the art of wood engraving was 
almost in its infancy, savour so much of 
antiquity that they will no doubt gratify the 
Chinese mind in its extrome reverence for 
the past. ‘The wroks of these two veteran 
teachers of science are, as many of our 
readers are aware, deeply embodied in the 
aciontific literature of the nation. ‘To seo 
their real portraits, thus handed down on 

d authority and not mere efforts of the 
imagination, must prove, we may well sup- 
pose, a source of gratification to eve 
Chinese scholar who has studied their 
writings.

tion called hsiang chiang. In April 1889 
stations were established at Chingtou and 
various places throughout the district, for 
the purpose of collecting likin on thi le. 
Shortly afterwards the price of opium took 
a wudden rise and there was some difiiculry 
in the way of getting rid. of their stock. 
This the people in the district chose to 
attribute to the likin stations and wero 
loud in their demands that these be done 
sway with. On the 18th of June 1889 
Kung J‘én-hua was proceeding to the 
market with 10 ounces of opium which 
he intended to dispose of there. While 
the Chtiangto‘u likin station 
was stopped by some runners and 
alled upon to pay duty thereon, On 
his refusing to do so he was arrested ; but 
the onlookers, greatly incensed at this 
ceeding, forthwith demolished the whole 
station, Kung Jén-bua taking advantage of 
the opportunity to make his escape, ‘The

AFPUAY WITH MOUNTED ROBBERS NEAR JEHO, 

On the 25th of ber last a band of 
mounted robbers, numbering over 40 men, 
well armed, made a sudden descent upon 
the district ‘of Ch‘acyang within the juria- 
diction of the Lieutenant-Governor : of 
Jeho and rescued one of their comrades 
who had fallen sowe:time previously into 
the hands of the authorities. ‘They then 
settled down in the neighbourhood and 
having succeeded in gaining new adherents, 
became the terror and scourge of the whole 
district. On hearing of the movement, the 
Ueutenant-Goveriorimmediately despatch 
ed a force of military to the locality to deal 
with the insurgents, ‘The officer at the 
head of this force very. s0on came in con- 
tact with the freebooters, but the latter, not 
wishing to encounter the Imperial troops 
in the open, took refuge in a temple 
which they ‘fortified and from which 
they kept up a brisk fire on their assail- 
ants. Although over 20 of the latter weré 
seriously wounded, the siege was ‘main- 
tained with such vigour that the robbers, 
seving it impossible to hold their ground 
any longer, made sortie in the hope of 
effecting their retreat under cover of & hill 
at the back of the temple, In doing 80, 
they lost ten of their number, and the 
remainder fled to the Chiench‘ang dis- 
trict, the magistrate of which, having beon 
apprised of theic movements, immediately 
sent a body of soldiers to cut off their 
retreat. An obstinate engagement was 
fought in which one or two members of 
the local militia lost their lives. Troops 
were then massed and a combined attack 
directed against the rebels, the result: being 
that their leader and about. a dozen of his 
followers were either cut down or made 

risoners. Altogether, over 30 of the band

A nionth passed 
dluritig ‘which continual equabbling  coens- 
ted between the man and his wife, 
the latter having frequently to go with- 
wut food and being threatened with a 
dtivoree for her bad Behaviour. | At last, 
the woman, exasperated by the treatment 
she was receiving and dreading the dis- 
grace of a divorce, determined to make 
away: with her husband. A year before 
while still unmarried she had accompanied 
an old woman in the village on a herb- 
gathering expedition on the hills. and re- 
mémbered her companion pointing out to 
her @ poisonous plant which, if eaten, cut 
asunder the intestines and caused sudden 
death. Having gone on-several occasions 
to gather Brewood obe kept a careful watch 
for this particular plant and succeeded in 
collecting a handful which she hidaway until 
she could find a favourable moment for mak- 
ing use of it. At last she found her oppor- 
tunity one day when her father-in-law, her 
husband’s brothers and her sister-in-law all 
happened to be from home, and only she 

* and her husband were left in charge of the 
house. Shortly after noon she began to 
prepare the evening meal, aud poured over 
the vegetables the infusion obtained by 
boiling the poisonous plant. She handed 
his supper to her husband, left their 
portion for the remainder of the family, 
‘and then went out on the excuse of hay- 
ing to make some purchases. The father 
und his three sons returned very shortly 
afterwards, and boing lmungry after their 
day's work, they all partook heartily of 
the poisoned food Symptoms of poison- 
ing very soon followed and the whole 
family was found by a neighbour lying on 
the floor in a state of great agony. Two 
of them were saved by means of emetics, 
but the father, the woman's husband and 
a brother of the latter all died the same 
night. ‘The woman was found and handed 
over to the authorities who, after a pro- 
tracted trial in which she declared her 
innocence; have found her guilty of the 
murder. She has been condemued to death 
by the ling ch‘ih process on two different 
counts, and will, as the law provides, re- 
ceive some additional slashes of the knife 
at the time of her execution.

Nihilist Executive Committee recalling him 
to Fatherland, and renewed conspiracy, 
and almost ccrtain death. In that intensely 
painful, yet onthrallingly interesting story, 
‘Phe Career of a Nihilist,” Stepniak por- 
trays a man, who, for his fixed idea, cheer- 
fully cuts himself off from comfort, home, 
love itself, and it is very curious, that as 
one reads, and follows the hero with trem- 
bling anxiety and gloomy foreboding, his 
life seems so perfectly natural, one sees 
that he could not do otherwise, one recog- 
nises, as he did, the authority of Liberty's 
voice, heard clear and ringing above the 
sonorous pone of an Imperial ukase, above 
the rattle and roar of Imperial guns and 
musketry, striving in vain to drown it. 
‘And why have the Russian patriots 
before them, as the sole worthy aim of 
existence, the destruction of the Russian 
autocracy? Read another book of Step- 
niak’s, “ The Russian Peasantry,” and you 
will see. Prior to the Emancipation Act

SCIENTIFIC MISCELLANY. 

While encamped uear the Muir Glacier 
for seven weeks of last summer, Mr. H. B. 
Loomis and Prof. Muir watched the forma- 
tion of icebergs. The dropping of the 
blocks from the terminal wall occurred at 
very irregular intervals of five minutes to 
an hour, the fall of no less than 129 having 
been heard one day in 12 hours. At 
es, especially in heavy rains, the repurts 
nded in cap, at a distance of » mile, 
ike those of a thunderstorm or cannonade, 
Sometimes the detached block bursts into 
fragmenta, and falls like a cascade, At 
another time a block sinks unbroken into the 
water, rises, perhaps 250 feet, even with 
the top of the glacier, then topples over on 
its side with a heavy roar, throwing spray 
iu all directions, aud wallows among the 
other icebergs, like a gigantic auimal.

Colonel Reginald Thynne, C.B, (deputy: 
chairman): I beg to second the resolution. 
I may say, to begin with, that I have 
not prepared any set speech, because I 
uo idea that I would be called upon by 
Lord Thurlow to address you, However, 
I can add very little more to what his 
lordship has said, in which I think he has 
described very well the situation of our 
property as regards producing gold. I 
went very carefully over the whole. of 
the ground when I was there, and as 
regards the river-bed, you all know that 
in the upper part of the river, where 
it springs from the mountains, naturally 
the current is rapid, and, therefore, the 
alluvial soil is washed clean out. ‘There 
remains nothing but the bare rocks, like 
burns that you see in Scotland and such 
like places.” ‘Then, when it gets down to 
more alluvial ground, it has opened out 
and taken various courses at various times, 
as rivers do, and therefore that portion of 
the river-bed is of considerable width. 
One year the river may be a little more to 
right, and another year it may be a little 
to the left. The river-bed there is vory 
broad, and extends for some distance 
almost on the dead level, ‘The strenin is 
very sluggish, and throughout the whole 
of it there is no doubt that there ig a very 
large deposit of gold, and at a very little 
distance below the ‘surface. There is the 
gravel in the river-bed, then you come to 
clay and probably a slight stratum of sand, 
and then below that you come. to minerals 

large quantity of tin and gold, which, no 
doubt, varies indiferentparts, Ishould think 
that river-bed which we are now working, 
and with regard to which we expect any 
day to receive a telegram saying that 
marketable gold is ready to be shipped, 
will produce very large résults, and, if all 
goes fairly well, with considerable rapidity, 
‘As regards the reef, I examined it, and tho 
main reef that we kuow of at’ present 
extends from what you may eal the rise of 
the hills, where they become easy, and 
runs along the sides of the slope. We'made 
fa cross-cut there, and found that the reef 
was from 60 ft. broad. Probably yon saw 
in my report that there is what is called a 
“cap” there in mining parlance. Two 
bratiches go westwards, one north-west, 
and the other south-west, and deflect 
downwards. “The other main branch goes 
eastwards, and extends for a milo and a 
quarter certain, because, I followed it and 
had it tested in various places. It then 
goes down towarda a small stream, a tribu- 
tary of the Taltal. On the other side of tho 
stream there is another outerop of reef ; but 
whether it is the same reef or not I cannot 
say definitely, because opinions differ on 
the point. It may be an entirely freah ono, 
or it may be the same one coming up again 
the other aide ; bul I think it is probably a 
separate reef. Halfway between the two 
reefs we have an outcrop of reef which 
passes along the side of the small elevation. 
It is certainly a distinct reef. Then, 
again, on the other alde of the Khlong 
Thlong, where they are quarrying stone to 
make a dam, from which we get our 
water to supply the flames, they came upon 
gold-besring quartz, ‘Fo go back where 
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we made the crosscut on the reef I had 
throe shots fired in it ; one was not sucess- 
ful, but tho other two were fairly so, and 
I got some of the quartz which I picked up | 
myself and carried it down to the side of 
the river, and broke it with a hammer. It 
gave very yood results, and our consulting | 
engineer, Mr. Cooper, made an analysis. | 
Tid not because I am not an expert, but | 
T euuld judge very well that the amount of 
gold that saw from the very small | 
quantity of reef blasted out on the explosion 
wascertainly computed by Mr. Cooper at the 
very lowest. As regards the alluvial, it is 
an immense extent of alluvial—certainly 
at least 5,000 acres. A great part of it 
has been partially: worked by the natives 
in pits, some of which are as much as half 
worked where they could get at it easiest. 
In other parts they have hardly touched 
the suil, for a good reason—that it is 
considerable depth. I think you may take | 
it as a fair average that at least half of the 
6,000 ucres has been entirely untouched by 
the natives, aud I myself consider that tire 
estimate Lord Thurlow put upon it, viz., 
70 oz, to the acre, is a very low une indeed. 
I should say that a geeat desl of that 
alluvial bearing ground would produce 
considerably more than that; however, 
I cannot say for cortain. With regard to 
other things which Lord Thurlow referred 
to you know from the reports you have 
agen that Pa-ron is about 10 miles from 
the sea-coast, and to get our machi- 
nery and plant there, we have had to 
cut a road through almost impenetrable 
jungle.
